2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach all of the limitation of the claimed invention including: a base plate for 
supporting said first or second object, having an upper surface and a first recessed 
surface and a second recessed surface both disposed below the upper surface, the first 
recessed surface defining a scanning window; and a cover plate coupled to said base 
plate and movable between a working position over said scanning window and said first 
recessed surface for pressing said first object in position when said first object is to be 
scanned and a resting position wherein the cover plate is not positioned over the 
scanning window and is positioned over said second recessed surface when said 
second object is to be scanned, wherein the cover plate does not protrude above the 
upper surface of the base plate in the working position and resting position.
